Wrapping and Packing 

All parcels must be securely 
wrapped or packed. Use strong 
paper and heavy twine. Umbrellas, 
canes, golf sticks should be rein- 
forced their full length by strong 
strips of wood tightly wrapped 
and tied to withstand transporta- 
tion. 


Hats—Packed in. strong corru- 
gated or fiber boxes. Ordinary 
pasteboard hat boxes must be 
;erated. . Ladies’ hats and_ stiff 
hats easily damaged should be 
marked “fragile.” 

Shoes—Pack in strong boxes 
preferably corrugated cardboard.

Wrap with strong paper 
tied with heavy twine. 
Cut flowers—Place in strong 
suitable boxes of wood, tin, or 
heavy corrugated cardboard.

Candies—Inclose in strong out- 
side boxes or containers. 
Drawings, paintings, unmounted 
ete—Pack or wrap in 
strong material to avoid damage. 


‘| When not flat, roll around a wood- 


en core and then wrap and tie 
carefully or place in strong paste- 
board tube. 
Sharp-pointed or sharpedged in- 
struments or tools must have 
points and edges fully guarded to 
prevent injury to clerks in han- 
dling or damage to other mail. 
Crate suitably or thoroughly wrap 
so that they cannot cut through 
the wrapping. * 

Fragile Objects 
Articles easily broken or crush- 
ed must .be crated or securely 
wrapped. Use liberal quantities 
of excelsior, or like material, in, 
around and between the articles 
and the outside container. 
Glassware, fragile toys, 
ery must be packed so as to pre- 
vent the escape of particles or 
pieces if broken in transit. 
Cigars—Ordinary boxes of cigars 
wrapped in paper only will not 
be accepted. Pack in a manner to 
prevent damage by shock or jar. 
Wrap in corrugated pasteboard or 
similar material. - 
All articles easily broken or 
damaged must be plainly marked 
‘fragile.” 

Perishable Matte 
Articles likely to spoil within 
the time reasonably required for 
transportation and delivery will 
not be accepted for mailing. Wrap 
or pack carefully, according to 
contents, and plainly mark all 
such parcels “perishable.” \ Use 
special delivery stamps to expe- 
dite delivery.

A Philanthropic Institution 
The newspaper is the one institution that 
stands forever in the forefront, the advance 
guard of community effort, the trained scout 
forever on the alert for danger, the skilled 
pilot leading the way to civie righteousness 
‘and community cultyre. No matter. what 
philanthropists you may have in your commu- 
nity, your newspaper excels them all in rela- 
tive largess and the widespread distribution 
of its gifts. It is called upon at any and all 
times, for any and all purposes, to serve the 
public need, and it leads all others in giving 
its stock in trade freely and voluntarily, and 
often in response to unreasonable and imper- 
tinent demands. 
A Chronic Booster 
The newspaper is the vital center, the nu- 
cleus, the ganglion—the soul of the commu- 
nity. About it centers the activities, the in- 
terchange, the quickening thoughts and im- 
pulses that mean community uplift, social 
betterment. It is the abiding friend, the good 
angel, the public utility always on the job, 
boosting for civie progress and social right- 
eousness. 
Reciprocal Relations 
Naturally, with such ideals of newspaper- 
ing, I am sensible of the duties and obliga- 
tions that the community owes to such an en- 
terprise as the hewspaper. TI believe in reci- 
procity. -I believe in the doctrine of appre- 
ciation. I believe in giving flowers to the 
living rather than to the dead; and, so: believ- 
ing, I do not hesitate to say that the commn- 
nity owes decided obligations to its news- 
paper, and that these debts should be paid, 
not at a discount, but fréely, fully and openly, 
as a matter of simple duty, as a fifty-fifty

Newspaper Deserves Support 
The first and last duty of the community 
to the newspaper is the obligation of support. 
Not in the sordid and contemptible spirit of 
the avetage man who thinks because he pays 
for a subs¢ription that he owns the paper, 
but in the broad spirit of the man who will- 
ingly contributes his share tq the support. of 
the hewspaper as a community investment 
which pays direct and measurable returns.

It is just as easy to eulti- 
vate. the habit of saying a word of encour- 
agement about a newspaper as it is to sound 
a note of disparagement. The average indi- 
vidual prefers the latter. He is a dispenser of 
gloom. He has a grouch against the news- 
paper because it is has not yet recognized his 
superior worth. Knowing nothing of the ex- 
actions of newspapering he misjudges motives 
and is led into erroneous conclusions and 
rank injustices. 
Ministerial Duty 
If I were a minister I would advertise in 
the local newspaper or I would resign my 
job. I would never ask an editor, struggling 
to pay his overhead, for free space to exploit 
my announcements. I should regard religion 
as a going concern, as fully solvent and able 
to pay dividends on the investment, and 1 
would run the church on that basis, or 1 
would not run it at all. Certainly I would 
not regard the church as a bankrupt concern 
depending for its publicity on the gratuities 
of the press. 
An Ethical Proposition 
If I were a doctor T would advertise my 
skill. If I had not skill to advertise I would 
get a hoe and develop my muscles in manual 
employment. I would not raise the question 
of ethics on paid advertising and accept with 
delight advertising which is free. It is never 
unethical to pay for what you get. The doc- 
tor who cannot sense the ‘inconsistency of 
his attitude lacks perspective. The press ad- 
vertises the doctor free from the time he 
opens his office without a patient until he 1s 
planted in the local cemetery, and then gives 
him a free obituary, kindly refraining from 
mentioning the fact that his demise was due 
to taking, or not taking, his own medicine. 
The Banker’s Viewpoint 
If I. were a banker I should advertise 
freely in the local press. The banker deals 
in moneys and credits and he knows that an 
editor with a deposit is preferable to one who 
is a chronic borrower, He also knows ‘that 
without the newspaper the weeds would grow 
in the city streets, and that the average com- 
munity does not make its money out of weeds.’ 
The Merchant’s Salvation 
If I were a merchant I would either ad- 
vertise or get off the street. 
cuse for any man to settle down in a town 
which has been built up by the boosting of 
a newspaper and there absorb, like a sponge, 
the trade and patronage brought to town by 
the live merchants who do advertise. In these 
times of high pressure no business can suc- 
ceed without advertising. The man who neg- 
leets his publicity invites the sheriff and the 
spider. Sooner or later both find the store of 
the man who does not advertise. This type 


of merchants is being relegated to the oblivion * 


he deserves by the growth of the mail order 
house which merely capitalizes the ignorance 
of the small town merchant who refuses to 
advertise. ;

The Woman’s Auxiliary 

If I were a club woman I would see to it 
that my obligations to the newspaper were 
discharged with serupulous regard to recipro- 
cal balance. I would see to it that the news- 
paper which carried my propaganda, which 
exploited my wares with lavish disregard for 
the value of space, secured what little jobs 
of printing I had to bestow without entering 
into competition with the alley job printer 
who could by no possibility render me such 
service. 

The Citizen‘s Aid 

If I were simply the resident of a commu- 
nity without profession or calling, I should 
first reccgnize the fact that the newspaper 
is my most hopeful ally, my community de- 
pendence, my civic partner, and I should make 
it a point to get acquainted with the editor, 
say a good word occasionally, and let him 
know that as a member of the community I 
appreciated his good work, recognized his dif- 
ficulties and sympathized with his efforts at 
community upbuilding. I should not regard 
the small amount I paid him for subscription 
as a mortgage on his plant, nor that the edi- 
tor was under obligations to joi my side in. 
a local controversy. YT should think twice be- 
fore I stopped my subscription because I saw 
something in the paper I did not like, or be- 
cause I received a notice that my subscription 
was in arrears. 

Fifty-Fifty Proposition 

The obligations of a community to its news- 
paper are just as definite, just as fixed and 
immutable, just as ‘imperative, as the obliga- 
tions of the newspaper to the community. The 
relations are mutual and reciprocal. Let us

The following recipes of cakes 
without eggs will doubtless be 
appreciated at this season of the 
year: 


Eggless Wonder Cake 

One cup sugar (either white or 
brown), small one-half cup butter, 
one cup sour milk, two cups flour, 
one cup raisins, one teaspoon soda, 
one large.teaspoon baking powder, 
one-half cup chopped nuts; spices 
to taste.

Cake Without Eggs 

One cup sugar, one cup sour 
cream or milk, one cup shorten- 
ing, one cup raisins, one ‘teaspoon 
soda, one teaspoon spices, two to 
two and one-half cups flour. Try 
a little at two cups. If not stiff, 
add one-half cup more flour. 


Apple Sauce Cake 
Two cups sugar, one scant cup 
lard creamed togéther with one 
teaspoon salt. Add one cup hot 
unsweetened apple sauce, then 
add one cup sauee with two scant 


| teaspoons soda, one teaspoon cin- 


namon, one teaspoon nutmeg, 
three cups flour, one cup raisins, 
one cup nuts dusted with orie-half 
cup flour. 


Housewives are already thinking 
of making Christmas cakes and 
plum puddings, and the following 
are all tried and tested recipes, 
some of them having been handed 
down from mother to daughter 
for generations: 


Christmas Cake 

Wash two pounds seeded rais- 
ins, one pound currants, one pound 
citron and candied peel, put in 
bowl and cover with cider (before 
1918 brandy was used). Let stand 
over night. In the morning cream 
half pound butter with one cup 
light brown sugar, add six eggs 
unbeaten, one. glass cider. Sift 
two cups flour with two teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon each 
allspice, cinnamon, nutmeg, half 
teaspoon cloves. Stir into cream- 
ed butter, etc., and when well 
mixed add the soaked fruit, to- 
gether with half pound blanched 
almonds, and one cup chopped 
nuts. Put into well floured cake 
tins lined with ~ buttered paper, 
and bake slowly one hour and a 
half. 


Spice Cake 

Cream one cup butter with one 
cup sugar, add three well-beaten 
eggs, one cup milk. Mix well, 
add ‘three’ cups flour with three 
teaspoons baking powder, half tea- 
spoon each of cloves, nutmeg and 
ginger. Mix well and add half 
cup Karo corn syrup with one 
small teaspoon soda. Bake slowly 
one hour in buttered pan. 


Date Cake 

Mix one pound pitted dates, two 
cups walnuts—not cut too small— 
add four unbeaten eggs, one small 
glass fruit juice, one cup sugar, 
teagpoon each cinnamon and all- 
spice, add one scant cup flour 
sifted with one teaspoon baking 
powder. Press into baking can, 
and bake slowly for com 
of an hour. 


Christmas Cookies 

Three cups flour, one cup mo- 
lasses, mixed with one teaspoon 
soda, one ¢up brown sugar, one 
cup fruit juice, preférably grape, 
two teaspoonsful ginger and cin- 
namon, one cup nuts, one cup, 
seeded raisins or sultanas. Mix’ 
well and let stand 24 hours _be- 
fore baking. This is important. 
Bake slowly. These will keep in- 
definitely.

Photo of V. K. Zworykin, of the Westinghouse Electric Research 
Laboratories, who has invented a new device which enables noises pro- 
duced by variations of light to be heard. Es:entially, the device con- 
sists of a standard radio tube to which has been added a photo-electric 
element. The tube is elongated, and the electron emitting metal, such 
as potassium, is coated on the inside of the tube. When light falls upon 
the sensitive coating a flow of electrons is established, and this current is 
utilized to control the plate (or telephone) circuit of the tube. The 
device opens the way for developments in an entirely new field.

Relief. for radio fans, who

Another test made by the 
Upland men this week: disclos- 
ed the fact that much of the 
annoying disturbance is eom- 
ing from a condenser room, at 
the Etiwanda plant. There is 
a question whether this can be 
entirely eliminated, but. offici- 
als have promised an investi- 
gation with a view to giving 
radio users relief.
